MEVIEW OF NEW BOOKS,

GRIFFITH GAUNIT. -

Beveral canses have conspired to seoure for the
last of Mr. Charles Roade's novels considerable
noloriety. While belng published as a seclal ln
the Aliantic Monthly, it was denounced as im-
moral hy numbers of our leading journals. It
wis defended by the aothor in n letter in which
he termed nll who criticized him “"beasts,” und

t soomes thal now it s to be the subject of alaw-
suit, Under these eclvcumstunoes, it is only
natural that “Griffith Gaunt” should be the sen-
sation of the hour, Its greatness belongs to the
class of those who have fame thrust upon them,
for certain it Is thiat it was neither born great,
mor yet achieved, through merit, an exalted
poeition, But be the canse what it may, “Grif:
fith Gaunt” i1s the hterary lion, and ae such de-
mands our attention.

Let us give the plot of the book, and save our
renders the shocks which a perusal of the work
for themselves would unavoldably produce.

Catharine Peyton, n country belle, and
second “Lady Gay Spanker,” has two lovers,
the affections of both of whom she appears to
reciprocate  about equally. — Bir George
Newille, the possessor of Neville's Court, un
grevx chevaller, being one; the other Griflith
Gaunt, a robost rustie, the presumptive heir ot
Bolton Castle, Grillith, infurinted, without any
special cause, decides to leave the country, when
the sudden death of Mr, Bolton induces Mliss
Peyton to borrow Sir George's horae, anl ride
after the departing lover. Sir George, haviog
pseen fit to take her horce, he gives a morial
offense to Griflith, who publlely insalls him.

A duel lg arranged, when, alter two shols,
Miss Peyton arrives and, after interposing her
horse between the combatants, faints gracelully
away. The doel is thus terminated, and they all
proceed to the reading of Mr. Bolton's will,
That document being inspected, proves that all

the property is left to Miss Peyton, and Griflith
cut of with £2000. This seeming ill-fortune is
really the flood tide of his future, for the lady
feeling that injustice has been dome, und not
knowlig how to remedy it except by marrying

living bappily together for seven vyeurs,
&  priest appears upon the stage,
and ne Mrs, Gaunt § a Catholic,
poOn  secures considerable influence over that
lady. Father Leonard Is 4 young eaint in per-

sonal appearance, having mild and lustroue
eyes, a palhd complexion, being an anchorite
by reputation, aJesuit by profossion, and a Si,
Puul In she pulpit. Mre. Gannot nearly falls in
jov: with him, and he decldedly falls in love
with her. In fact, one day at the confossionnl
hereveals his illicit affection, but she, surprised,
does not consent to or repel his advances, Mattors
continues this way for some time, nnd naturally
attracts the attention of even the stupid Geif-
fith, Meanwhile another liitle moral by.play
ie going on. - Mre. Ryder, the lady's
maid, falls desperately In love with Gaunt.
Nuwmerous chapiers are devoted to the disgust-
ing recital of how she endeavorel to secure his
affection, She at last polsons his ears with the
recital of his wife's conduet, when, instead of his
turning (o her for consolation, he goes off into
an epileptic fit. Having recovered his reason, he
returns to the house, fnds, his wife whom he left
at home and unable to move, out walklog with
Leonard, follows them, knocks her down,
tramples on him, monuts his horee, and
after riding for ninety-two miles without
dismounting, arrives al the “Pack-horse,” and
suffers from an attack of brain fever. He Ie
aursed, and saved from death by Mercy Vint,
tho remald, who, as a reward for her Jdevo-
tion, he matiles, totally ignoring the existence
of Mrs, Gaunt. He lives with her a year under a
false name, has & child by ber, and then being
n yewnt of money, returns to Bolton Castle, to
secme sgome he left shame Lo tooa B
i’;?::;?‘h wife was fauhful to am, that be
fat for ‘i “wed a8 A relummed prodigal, snd so
“ -sgives himse¥ 4 1o yeturn to bis old posi-
Hon ug husband 45 farher.

commences with a climax and skilfully draws
hisrender with him. The words, however, are

natore. There is a mixture of light and shade,
but lo “‘Griffith Gaunt” there 1s nothing but
shade, There is not a character 1n the book
which i# not vither seduced, a seducer, an adal-
terer, or a barmald, except Catherine Gaunt,
and she came very near ceasing to be an excep-
tion. Now this Ia & hard assertion, yet it is the
truth, There are five prinelpal characters,
Grifith elearly Is an adulierer, tor he pretends to
marry Mercy Vint while his wife still Hves, Mrs,
Gaunt is almost In Jove with Leonard, and
comes very nearly being guilty of a erime for
which the Hebrew was stoned to death. Mercy
Vint, after marrying Griffich, marries another
man, which is a gross vielation ol morality, while
Qir George, by marrying a mistress ot Griflith,
ecanses her to commit adultery, Nor s this
penchant confined to the leading characters.
Mre, Ryder haa three paramours, and an [Hlegitl-
muate child; Thomas Lelcester I8 a bastard
brother of Griffith Gaunt; Mrs, Lelcester was
the victim of Oriffith's father, To set the
morality of the personages portrayed in a stlll
elenrer light let us make a small

1t will thus be seem that such a work is not
fitted {0 enter any decent household, and that
no father, brother, or respeciable library should
allow it to be within reach. But more of that
sentiment anon.

Again, the wills of persons are all of them,
by & strange fatality, directly opposcd ro what
was umiversally expected. We have a record ol
four wille. Gritlith Gaunt makes one, leaving
all his possesions to Kate Peyton—totally unex-
peeted.  8ir George Neville does the same thing
—alo surprising, Old My, Bolton, after stating
that he had left all to Griffith, leaves all to Miss
Peyton. And a Gaunt of somewhere, who ap.
pears at the eleventh hour, leaves all his wealth
to Ginflith, It will thus be seen that In making
their wills, people are not so disinterested as we
suppoee; and il Mr. Reade Is to ba believed, are
governed by fickle likes or diglikes, and never
by jastice,

There iz apothor noticeable omission in the
hook, There are no mothers portrayed. When-
ever we ind an aothor leavieg his characters
without mothers, without the eifect of 8 mother's
influence, we may feel protey sure that the char-
noters are not going to act rightly. And in
“Griflith Gaunt™ we have no mothers glven us,
and all the heroes and heroines do wrone.

The work opens peculiarly, and we must SRy
that we like its abrupt commencement: —

*“‘Now I ny once for all, that priests shall
never darken my doors again,”

“Then I eay thoy are my doors and not yours,
and the holy man shall brighten them when-
aver he will,”

The gentleman and lady who faced ench other,
pole and farious, and Interchanged the bitter
defiance, were mun and wife, and had “loved
ench other well ¥ Then, without a word of ex-
planation, the story begins eight years belore,
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not particularly well selected, They are not the
ending of un epoch. Griflith does not leave his
wite in despair when she says these cruel words,
If he did, the words would be well chosen: but
they do not mark an era in the story, and we
therelore deplore their select'on.

Let us give the work all the pra'se we can.
It is well written, and certain passages ave re-
markable for their power. The conversations
are generally readable, and but once or twice
degenerate into the sickening twaddle of the
dime novel. The style Is succinet and per-
